After this, he delivereth them Bread by it 
ſelf, and then Wine mixt with a little warm 
Water, to repreſent the Blood and Water 
which flowed from our Saviour's Side. While 
this is doing, the Communicants unfold their 
Arms, and then folding them again, follow 
the Prieft thrice round about the Communi- 
on Table, and fo return to their Places again. 
Where, having ſaid certain other Prayers, he 
difmiſeth the Communicants, with charge to 
be merry and cheerful for ſeven Days next fol- 
lowing ; which being ended, they are enjoin- 
ed to faſt as many Days: Which they ob- 
ſerve with very great Devotion, eating no- 
thing elfe but Bread and Salt, except a lit- 
tle Cabbage, and other Herbs ; and for their 
Drink, they are allowed Water mixt with a 
little Honey. The Bread uſed in the Sacra- 
ment muſt be leavened and baked by a 
Prieft's Widow. The Ruſſians communicate 
always under the two Species of Bread and 
Wine, in which Point they differ from the 
Roman Church. The Form of Communion 1s 
taken out of the Liturgy of St. Chryſoſtom, and 
this part of it has been Engliſh'd by Dr. 
' Covil of Cambridge, in his Account of the Greek 
Church, with Reflections on their preſent 
Diſcipline, particularly in the Enchariſt, where- 
in he learnedly ſhews the Difference between 
the Greek Maſs and Popiſo Tranſubſtantia- 
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Their Nuptial Ceremonies are 


very different from thoſe uſed in Marriage! 
other Countries. The young Man 


is never permitted to ſee his Miſtreſs till they

As for the Man, it is never required of 
him, nor doth it ſtand with the Cuſtom of 
Ruſſia, to ſettle any Jointure; but in Caſe he 
have a Child by her, ſhe enjoyeth a third of 
the Hnsband's Eftate after his Deceaſe. If he 
have two Children by her, or more, ſhe” is 
to have a larger ſhare, but at the Diſcretion 
of the Husband. But if the Husbahd dies 
without Iſſue, ſhe returns Home to her Friends 
without any Thing, ſave her Dowry. When 


the Agreement is made concerning the Dow- 


ry, they ſign Bonds one to the other, as well 


for the Payment of the Dowry, as the cele- 
brating the Marriage by a certain Day. If 
the Woman was never married before, her 
Father and Friends are bound beſides to aſ- 
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ſure her a Maiden, and this occaſions many 
Law-Suits, when the Man finds Reaſon to 
miſtruſt his Wife's Honeſty, 
The Contra& being thus: finiſh'd, the Par- 
ties begin to ſend Tokens to one another; the 
Woman ſends firſt. On the Eve before the 
Wedding-Day, the Bride is carried in a Col- 
limago, or Coach, (or in a Sledge, if it be 
Winter) to the Bridegroom's Houſe, with her 
Wedding-Cloaths, and the Bed they are to lye 
on; for this is always provided by the Bride. 
Here ſhe is accompanied all that Night by 
her Mother, and other Women, but not wel- 
2 nor once ſeen by the Bridegroom him- 
elt.

On the Wedding-Day, the Bride puts on a 
Veil of Lawn, or ſuch like, and being accom-_ 
panied with her Friends, as the Bridegroom 
is with his, they go all to Church on Horſe- 
back, tho' the Church be never ſo near, and 
themſelves but in mean Circumſtances. 'The 
Words of Contract, and other Ceremonies in 
ſolemnizing the Marriage, are much after the 
Manner, and with the ſame Words uſed here 


in England, with a Ring given to the Bride, 
which being put on, and the Words of Con- 


tract pronounced, the Bride's Hand is deliver- 
ed into the Hand of the Bridegroom, who 
ſtandeth all this while on the one ſide of the 
Altar or Table, and the Bride on the other.

MON the ſeveral Things which 
his Czariſh Majeſty had the Curio- 
ſity to view at Paris, he was pleaſ-

— bonne, the 14th Day of June 1717. 
where, in the Library, among many other A 
valuable Books, he was ſhewed ſome Volumes 
relating to Religion, wrote in the Stlawonian 4 
Tongue. His Majeſty condeſcended with great " 
Affability to fall into Diſcourſe with the Do- 
Gors of this College, who took occaſion | 
humbly to put in a Word touching the Ruſ- 
Ian Religion; and what an Addition of Glo-; 
ry it would bring to ſo great an Emperor, 8 
if he would uſe his Endeavours to unite the +

Church, it is no ſmall Inducement, that there 


Ruſſian and Roman Churches, and eſtabliſh Con- 


cord between them; which they thought 
would not be very difficult to effect, if ma- 
naged with calmneſs and a charitable Spirit. 
To whom the Czar moſt graciouſly replied : 
That he knew the two Churches differed in 
ſome Points, (of which he named two) bur as 
his Time was taken up with the Military and 
many other Concerns of the Government, he 
had no Leiſure himſelf to ſettle theſe Diffe- 
rences: Nevertheleſs, if the Doctors of the 
Sorbome would confer in Wr'icii,z with the 
Biſhops of his Church as ro thot> Matters, 
he would uſe his Authority to oblige them 
to give their Anſwers. 5 
Encouraged by this Promiſe of the beſt of 
Princes, the Doctors of the Sorbonne then pre- 
ſent, tender this Writing to his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty, the rather, becauſe they obſerve with 
Admiration, that the Councils of this Em- 
peror tend to raiſe the Splendor of his Em- 
pire, not only by military Valour, and the 
Liberal Arts and Sciences, but alſo by the 
Glories of Religion; on which, he knows, that 
the Happineſs and Strength of Empires chief- 


ly depends. 


We read it delivered by the Apoſtle, and 


moſt earneſtly recommended by him, that we 


ſhould ſtrive together to keep the Unity of the 
Spirit in the Bond of Peace, becauſe there is 


but one God, one Lord, one Faith, one Baptiſm. 


To facilitate which Unity with the Ruſſian

The Ruſſian Church acknowledges with us 
the Unity of the Supreme Majeſty of God, 
and that the three Perſons in the ſacred Tri- 
nity are conſubftantial; and condemns the 
Blaſphemies of the old and modern Arians. 
She agrees with us in the Confeſſion of the 
whole Doctrine touching the Hypoſtatical U- 
nion and Diſtinction of the two Natures of 
Chriſt, as it is received by us out of the re- 
vealed Word of God. She alſo agrees with 
us in what the Catholick Faith teaches of O- 
riginal Sin, of the Redemption of Chriſt, of 
the Neceſſity of the Aſſiſtance of Divine 
Grace, for the due Performance of all and e- 
very Act of Piety. She owns with us the ſe- 
ven Sacraments inftiruted by Chrift in his 


IThurch, and that the Bread and Wine in the 


unbloody Sacrifice of the Altar, are ſubſtan- 
tially changed into the Body and Blood of 
Chriſt; and pays Adoration to our Lord 
Chriſt really preſent in the Euchariſt. 
She Worſhips and infokes the bleſſed Vir- 
gin, Mother f God, and the Saints who 
reign with Chriſt in Heaven, and reverences 


the Reliques of the Saints, as well as we, and

Laſth, That we may not ſeem too tedious 
in enumerating all thoſe Points of Faith ve 
hold in common with the Ruſſiant, They have 
as great. Veneration and Reſpect, as well as 
we, for the Scripture, inſpired by God, and 
the holy Traditions of the Church, as the 
moſt certain Rules of Faith. They acknow- 
ledge, with us, one viſible Catholick Church, 
as the ſupream and infallible Judge for deci- 
ding all Controverſies in Matters of Faith; 
confeſſing withal, as we do allo, that there 
is no hope of Salvation, but in the -Commu- 
nion of this one Holy Catholick and Apoſto- 
lick Church. But now, if there be no hopes 
of Salvation without the Unity of the Church, 
as the holy Scripture, and rhe uninterrupted 
Tradition teach: If the Apoſtle St. Paul, 
Gal. v. 20. doth not fcruple to reckon Schiſms, 
and Sccts, among thoſe Sins which exclude 
Men ont of the Kingdom of Heaven; with 
what Care and Induſtry onght Chriſtians to 
ſtrive and endeavour to arrive at this perfect 
Concord, and to remove all Obſtacles, _if any 
there be, with all poſſible ſpeed. 


And 
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And what can hinder the Chriſtian Cauſe 

from receiving this moſt excellent and defira- 
ble Advantage; of uniting the Ruſſian and La- 
tin Church? Is it any . i relating to tlie 
Diſcipline of either? The Diſcipline may be 
different in divers Churches, without breach 

of Unity. In many Provinces, faith St. Fir- 
milian, many things differ d, according to the 
Diverſity of Places and Appellations ; not- 
withſtanding which, the Unity and Peace of 
the Catholick Church has ſuffered no detri - 

ment at any Time. And St. Auguſtine is more 
large upon this Subject, ſaying, Let there be 
one Faith of the univerſal Church, which is 
diſperſed over the whole Earth, let that be as if 
it were the internal Principle of its Members; 
altho'. this Unity of the Faith be outwardly 

expreſſed by different Ceremonies and Obſer- 
vances, whereby nothing that concerns what 
is true in Faith is any Way obſtructed. For 
all the glorious Beauty of the King's Daugh- 
ter is within; but thoſe various Ceremonies 
uſed in different Countries are ſuppoſed to 
be in her Cloathing, whence it 1s ſaid, ſhe 1s 
brought to the King in Raiment of variety 
of Needle-work. But let the Variety of this 
Veſture be ſuch, as may not give Occaſion to 
divide and tear. the Church by contentious, 
Differences, And truly the Eaſt and Weſtern 
Churches preſerved. Peace. and Unity between 
them to the Time of that unhappy Cerulari- 
us, notwithſtanding they differ d in Worſhip 
and Diſcipline. Nay, in theſe our Parts of 
the Latin Church, we ſee that different Cu- 
e eee ne 
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ſtoms baits in different Places; and thoſe of 
the Greek Church, who join again in Com- 
munion with us, continue to live according 
to their own Cuſtoms. There will therefore 
be no impediment why the Ruſſian Church 
may not keep to its Diſcipline, as before. 
She may offer or adminiſter the Sacraments 
with Teavened Bread, provided ſhe doth not 
find fault with thoſe who do not uſe the 
fame; and will allow the conſecrating of un- 
leavened Bread, in the Latin Church, to be 
right and lawful ; as Theophylaftus, Demetrius 
Comatenus, Biſhop of Cyprus, Barlaam, Gregorius 
Protoſyncellus, and others amongſt the Greeks, 
eminent for their Learning and Moderation, 
have acknowledged. Nor would there be a- 
ny Danger that the Pope of Rome ſhould 
change any other Rites of that Church, no 
more than we our ſelves have any cauſe to fear 
that any of the Cuſtoms received in the Galli- 
can Church will ever be abrogated ; foraſmuch 
as we teach, chat it is not in his power o 
to do. wh 
Is there any Obſtace arifin from Hierar- 
chy, or the Government o* the Church, 
that might fruſtrate the ſo much. deſired” 5 
nion of theſe two Churches?

ope of 
Rome is grounded upon the Words of the Goſ- 


pel, and atteſted by the antient Tradition of 
the. Church of the firſt Centuries, the firſt 
eight general Councils (which the Ruſſian 
Church owns) do plainly teſtify: And this is 


the only Thing, viz. the Primacy of the Pope 
of Rome, which our whole Church unanimouſly 
believes. The other Points of Doctrine about 
which the Catholicks do not ſo altogether ac- 
cord, are not of the number of thoſe that are 
contained in the Catholick Rule of Faith or 


Confeſſion. This has been very lately confeſs'd 


by the moſt holy father himſelf, in his ſolemn 
Approbation of a renowned Book, wrote by a 
very eminent Biſnop of ours, wherein he ex- 
plains the Catholick Faith, and vindicates it 
from the Calumnies of the Proteſtants. The 
Doctrine of the Gallick Church is in Truth 


this, Thar the Authority which the holy Ste 


claims over the Church in general, and every 


Paſtor of each Church in particular, is not 
left to the ſole and arbitrary Diſpoſal of 
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the Pope, to nſe it as he liſteth, and as he 
thinks fit; but is to be regulated and mana- 
ged according to the holy Canons dictated 
by the Spirit of God, and conſecrated by the 
Obſervance and Deference of the firſt Ages 
of Chriſtianity. That the ſupreme Authority 
hath been committed by our Lord CHRISHTH to 
an Aſſembly of Biſhops, or Paſtors, which the 
Pope himſelf is to ſubmit to, in thoſe things 
which regard the Faith, the Extirpation of 
Hereſy, and the Reformation of the Church; 
and this has been ſolemnly determined by 
our Gallick Clergy, in the general Councils of 
Conſtans and Baſil, and maintain'd all along by 
the ſeveral ſacred Orders of the Clergy of 
Paris. We alſo hold, That the Decrees of the 
Roman Pontiff are not an infallible Rule of 
Faith, without the Approbation of the uni- 
verſal Church. That Chriſt has not given 
the Pope, whoſe Power is merely ſpiritual, 
an Authority over ſecular Kingdoms, directly 
or indirectly; and that he cannot, on any Ac- 
count, or religious Pretence whatſoever, ab- 
ſolve any Subje& from their Obedience, or 
Oaths of Allegiance. The Roman See knows 
very well, that we thus think and teach; 
and if there be any, who, ſtretching the 
Prerogative of the Pontiff further, differ in 
Opinion from us, we do not, however, break 
Peace with them, nor they with us, but we 
all continue in the ſame Communion; for- 
aſmuch as theſe Differences in Opinions do 
not concern the Belief of the Roman Primacy 
itſelf. But this we muſt add, that what-

Meaning. For what is meant by ſaying, that 


ever the Authority of the Pope of Rome is at 
this Day, which he exerciſes with relation to 
the Election of Biſhops, Confi rmations, and 


Diſpenſations, as being allowed him either by the 


Conceſſions of the Church, or by certain Sti- 
pulations and Agreement with ſovereign Princes, 


or on account of his Patriarchal Dignity; this 


Authority, we ſay, is not to be extended to 


thoſe Churches which are not uſed to this 


kind of Policy; neither do we read, that this 


was ever propoſed as a Condition in thoſe 
Overtures that have been made for reconciling 
the Latin and Greek Churches. What ſhou'd 


then hinder a happy Union of the Ruſſian and 
Latin Churches? Shall their Opinion of the Pro- 


ceeding of the Holy Ghoſt bar it? But even in 


this Matter we may be brought to concur in 
our Sentiments without great Trouble and Dif- 


ficulty, provided there be a Diſpoſition to recon- 


cile Differences, and not to widen the Breach. 


For, Iſt, the Ruſſian Church profeſſes that the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt proceeds from the Father through the 
Son; and the Latin affirms, that the Holy Spi- 


Tit proceeds from the Father and the Son; both 
theſe Ways of Expreſſion are found to have 
been uſed by ſuch of the holy Fathers whoſe 


Authority both Churches allow. The holy Fa- 


thers, Baſil the Great, and Gregory the Divine, 


obſerve that theſe two Words r and o:2, from 
and through, ſignify the ſelf-ſame thing; where- 
fore ſome of the moſt eminent Divines have 
taught, that the foremention'd Expreſſion, being 
taken in a proper Senſe, may have the ſame

the Holy Choſt proceeds from the Father, thro' 


great Lovers of Peace, do contend that the Holy 
Ghoſt proceeds indeed from the Father; but that 

the Father and the Son are of one and the ſame 
Subſtance (do ias.) Now if this be the right Ex- 


plication of the Words, it may for the very ſame 


Reaſon be ſaid, that the Son proceeds from the 
Father through the Holy Ghoſt, ſeeing the Son 
proceeds from the Father, and the Father and 


_ - Holy Ghoſt are of the ſelf-ſame Subſtance. But 


no one Greek ever ſaid, that the Son proceeds 


from the Father through the Holy Ghoſt. So 


that the Expreſſion we read in the holy Fathers, 


muſt be underſtood in a larger Senſe, (viz.) that 


the Holy Ghoſt proceeds from the Father thro' 
the Son; that they are not only of the ſame 
Subſtance, but that both Perſons are one and the 

ſame Principle, and that the Holy Ghoſt pro- 


ceeds from both, though tis the Father has 


given this Power to the Son, that as the Holy 
Spirit proceeds from the Father, ſo he ſhould 


: alſo proceed from the Son; as if one Light be 


kindled by another Light, and they two together 
produce a third (which Simile * St. Gregory Niſſene 

uſes). then the third may be properly ſaid to pro- 
ceed not only from the firſt immediately, but al- 


o from the firſt thro? the ſecond. And this is 


what the Latin Church profeſſes in its Belief, that 
the Holy Ghoſt proceeds from the Father and 


the Son, and both theſe Ways of ſpeaking (if 
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| rightly interpreted ) have the ſame Meaning. A- 
nother Reaſon why the Latin Church confeſſes 
that the Holy Ghoſt proceeds from the Father 


and the Son, is, becauſe they have received this 


Way of expreſſing this Article by Tradition 


from the holy Fathers and the Councils. Let us 


hear Epiphanius: The Holy Ghoſt is always with 
the Father and the Son; not as a Brother of the 
Father's, not as one begotten or created, nor as 

2 Brother, of the Son's, or the Father's Grand- 
ſon, but proceeding from the Father, and receiy- 
ing from the Son, not differing from the Father 


and the Son, but of the ſame Subſtance and Di- 


vinity of the Father and the Son. To the ſame 
-Purpoſe, ſaith St. Cyril of Alexandria, in his Syno- 


dical Letter, written in his own and the Council's 


Name, to Neſtorius, which Doctrine he conſtantly 
aſſerts in his ſucceeding Writings, and cannot 


be ſaid to have ever receded from it. And that 
St. Athanaſius, Baſil the Great, and Didymus, with 
many others of the holy Fathers of the Eaſtern 


Church, were of the ſame Opinion in this Mat- 


ter, might be eaſily proved; but the narrow 


Limits of this Writing will not allow it. The 
Ruſſians themſelves know very well, that among 
the Latins, Hilary the Great, St. Ambroſe, Auguſtin, 
Leo, and many more, were of this Mind. Why 


then ſhould the Ruſſian Church be averſe to com- 


mune with thoſe whom they know to hold no- 
thing for a Doctrine of Faith, but what has been 


handed down to them by the holy Fathers of 
both Churches, and comes recommended by. no 


leſs Authority than that of the General Council? 


Now, what we believe in our Hearts, who can 
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lows thoſe of the Greek, who return to their Com- 


munion, and agree wich them on this Head, to 
repeat the Creed in their oun Way, without 
ven the Word (ſhioque.)

thing could be more aeceptable to us, than an 
happy Union; as nothing is more deteſtable to 
us than Schiſm. How greatly we ought to ab- 
hor ſeparating from the Communion of the Ro- 
miſh Church, is what we are moſt earneſtly ex- 
horted to by St. Cyprian and St. Firmilian, not- 
withſtanding they both had had very hot Diputes 
(if ever there were any) with the See of Rome. 
Who can, ſays one of them, who can be ſo ex- 
travagantly contentious, as either to imagine that 
the Unity of God may be divided, or ſo daring, 
as to attempt to rend in pieces the Church, 

which is the Seamleſs Coat of Chriſt? 
The Lord himſelf teaches us in his holy Go- 
ſpel, ſaying, © There ſhall be but one Flock and 
one Shepherd. The Apoſile St. Paul likewiſe, 
in- 
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Infinuating the. ſame thing, lays this Truth be- 
fore us, admoniſhing us in theſe Words: I 
i beſeech you, Brethren, in the Name of our 
Lord Jissus CHRIS r, that ye ſpeak the ſame 
_ ©. thing, and that there be no Diviſion amon 
you. To which Words, abounding with ſo 
much Charity, we ſhall only add a very pious - 
Admonition of a more modern' Greek, T heoria- 
nus by Name, who after he had owned that the 
conſecrating of unleaven'd Bread and leavened 
was equally holy, and that this was the Opinion 
of all the Latins, he had heard, he then addreſ- 
ſes himſelf to the Greeks of his Communion, thus,

has ſo much at heart, and has already put in 
Practice with ſo much Applauſe, by inviting to 
his Dominion ſo many able Men from all Parts of

which End he alſo purſues, by ſending young 
People, particularly Students of Divinity, to fo- 
reign Univerſities. Neither is it probable, that 


the Cxar, after having. ſuppreſſed the Patriarchal 
Authority in Ruſſia; will ſubject himſelf and his 

Dominions to a far greater Dependency, either 
on the Pope or a General Council, and part with 


that a” chan or, to adapt the Phraſe more 
the Ruſſan Government, that de- 
ſpotic Power which he has acquired over the 


_ Clergy and the whole Church. It is needleſs to 


mention the Difficulty concerning the rig 
= 


of Priefts, which is look'd upon in Ruſſia as 
rred, and other controverted Points, about which 
both Churches are never like to agree. I ſhall on- 


ly ſay thus much, to conclude the whole Matter, 


That the Czar never had any ſuch Union in his 
Thoughts, but rather cauſed the Reports, which 
had been ſpread about it, to be declared falſe 


and groundleſs. And, as an ample Proof of the 
Truth hereof, his Czariſh "Majeſty, at the ſame 
time the above-recited Propoſal was preſented to 


him, had given Orders at Amſterdam, for Print- 
ing off a great Number of Copies, of the Old 
and New Teſtament, in the Ruſſian Language, 


in order to diſperſe them among his Subjects, 


at his Return into his own Dominions. 


But further, to ſhew the Impoſſibility of an U- 
nion between the Weſtern Churches, whereof the 


Ruſſian is the moſt conſiderable Part, I ſhall here Fea 


ſubjoin the chief Heads wherein they differ. 
1. The Greek Churches abhor the Pope of 
Rome's pretended Supremacy, that they cannot 


allow it a ſofter Name than that of Tyranny, | 
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even when in the Hands of the beſt of Popes: 
And as for his Infallibility, they, have always 
look d upon it as a Piece of undiſguis d Impudence, 
nouriſhed by the Over-flowings of filthy Lucre, 
and maintained by Brigades of Monks and Fri- 
ars, the Pope's Pretorian Bands, and the Jeſuits 
his Janizaries, who know not how to be aſhamed. 
Many among the Greeks, ' both ancient and mo- 
dern, have writ very learnedly againſt the fivel- 
ling Titles, and pretended Authority of the Bi- 
ſhops of Rome. And in our Times, Elias Meni- 
ati, Biſhop of Cepholonia, has writ the Hiſtory of 
the Schiſm between the Eaſtern and Weſtern 
Churches, to which he has added ſeveral contro- 
verſial Treatiſes againſt the Church of Rome, 
whereof the firſt and moſt conſiderable. is that 
againſt the Pope's Supremacy, wherein he ſhews, 
ar the very Entrance of his Diſcourſe, that the 
Diſputes about Eccleſiaftical Authority and 
Church-Government, (7. e. whether the Church 
be Monarchichal, Ariſtocratical, or Democrati- 
cal, in Compliance with the ſeveral Species of 
Civil Government) had been more deſtructive of 
the Practice of Chriſtian Piety, than all the He- 
refies put together; and explains the ſereral © 
Texts of Scriptures whereon the Papal Authority . 
is grounded, e. g. theſe Words, Thou art Peter, 
and upon this rock I will build my church; it is mani- 
feſt from the Context, that the Rock is Peter's 
confeſſing, in the Name of the other Diſciples, 
Thou art Chriſt, the Son of the living God, u pon 
which the Chriſtian Church was to be built; or, in 
other Words, to believe thar Jeſus, the Son of the
